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As the trade with the East is now 
conducted it does uot matter to 
porters whether tho range of the 
oxohanges is that of the Inst few years 





or that which prevailed before the great 
fall in silver, What is required by 
them is reasonable assurance of stability 
in the exchange markets. A rise in 
exchange might seriously curtail the 
supplies of produce as it ia doubtfal 
if certain articles, a large portion of 
the tea crop fur instance, could be 
purchased except when exchange was 
low, Bi-metallists say that thn homo 
markets have been depressed by a 
scarcity of money created by the de- 
monetization of silver, and that if that 
metal wore rebabilitated,—or rather, 
fas we shonld say, placed in a wholly 
fictitious position and one that it did 
nob occupy ten years ago—prices would 
rise. But there is no evidence that the 
demonetization of silver has lessened 
tho supplies of money. ‘Tho ra y 
intorest in the different countries dari 
the last compared with those whol 
raled daring the previous ten years 
do not indionte that any such effect had 
been produced. France aud America 
hold large stocks of silver cuin, but 
bank notes or silver certificates have 
been issued against them, aud their value 
as therefore been made uso of in the 
money and the commercial markets. The 
fall in the price of silver not having 
affected the value of the metal in the 
internal trade of India, or, so far as wo 
know, in that of Chinn, their people 
hinve not troubled their heads with 
those elaborate disquisitions on the 
effect of the apprecintion or deprecia- 
tion of the precious metals upon prices, 
which have been spun, like so many 
spiders’ webs, in thousands of disquisi- 
tions. The Indians and the Chinese go 
on taking silver as freely as if ils price 
in Europe was now as high as daring 
the cotton famine twenty years ago. 
The imports of gold into India do not 
mean more than that India requires 
8 certain amount of Lhnt metal, and bas, 
aaa matter of fact, taken about three 
millions sterling of it annually for the 
lust 46 years. She would probably 
continue to take that amount if the 
price of gold were very largely increased. 
Tudia boing, in all parts, open to trade, 
presents a better field on which to ob- 
serve the effect of the fall in the price | 
of silver than does China, where basi- 
ness is restricted to certain districts, 
and foreiguers have not the opportuni 
ties of extending its scope which they 
enjoy in India, Thus, we find that fow 
exports have been added to tho trade} 
of this port daring the lust ten years, | 
though some do owe their appearance as 
























































articles of foreign trade to the fall in 


the value of exchange. Bat we enter. 
tain no donbt that an examination of 
the trade of Hongkoug would show 
that the commerce of the Oolony bas 
been largely stimulated by the cheap. 
ness of the dollar, Its commerce is so 
varied, and is carried on with so mang 
places, that. cheap dollars have given it 
the impetus which chenp aud many 
rapees have given to the commerce 
of India, In the recently published 
work of Sir John and General Strachey 
it is admitted that the export trade 
of India has been largely developed 
by the fall in silver. If cheap mouey 
has cansed this extension, any thing 
which would tend to raiso the exchanges 
permanently would act projadicially to 
the export trade, The export trade of 
India is not in such a strong position 
as to be able to bear further burdens ; 
aud the same may bo suid of that of 
China. The most important items 
are threatened by the produce of other 
countries. If the cost of Iudian cotton 
or wheat, not to mention other articles, 
wore, by the adoption of bi-moetallism, 
increased 15 or 20 per cout, trade 
iu Uhem would speedily suffer, 
if indeed it did wot cease, They 
would be handicapped against Ameri- 
can cotton and whent to the extent 
of the riso in exchauge. The differ. 
ence could uot be taken from the prices 
paid to the pensants, because wo 
know that the caltivation of cotton bas 
senreely paid them for many years, 
and if any serious diminution in 
prices tovk place, the laud would be 
used for other crops. In the case of 
the new and growing trade in grain 
between India and Europe, its very 
existence depouds upon low rates of 
exchange being maintained. An exe 
trot from nu Tudian contemporary 
which we gave the other day showed 
that Amerioan wheat was laid down iu 
Bugland ata cheaper price than Indian 
and this advantage to western 
i likely to be increased, Now the 
wheat trade of India, which was only 
an experiment ten years ago, averaged 
£1,344,000 annually daring the five 
years 1874-5 to 1878-9, and in 1880 
amounted to £3,278,000, while both the 
Indian governuent and private capitale 
ists are doing their best to increase 
it. Nor, is it only that the Indian 
revenue would suffer from a heavy 
decrease in exports, outside of India 
there are many interests, which 
uld be greatly affected thereby. 
There are the thousauds of English 
shareholders in Iudiau railways and in 
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steamships whose hopes of good divid- 
ends depend ou au incrense iu the 
carrying trade, A riso in the value of 
ailver would not affect the trade of the 
north of China, to the same extent as 
in India or in Hongkong, while 
the country continues closed beyond 
certain limits to foreiguers. But 
wo should fool it, even in the pre. 
sent conditions of trade, and if by 
uy obaveo the Empire were to be 
thrown open, a rise in the value of the 
silver tael would militate against us. 
Tho moro capital is employed in any 
trade the better for those embarked in 
it, and the foreigner who cau convert 
£100 into 400 taels, and uso that 
in. the China trade is in a better 
position thau if his £100 had ouly 
brought bim 800 Taels, Exchange 
really plays a vory small part in 
affecting the results of tho trade of 
any country, aud ite effect has too 
often been exaggerated by writers 
ou monetary affairs. ‘The condition 
. of American exchauges daring, ‘and 
for wome years after, the Civil War did 
not greatly hinder the developmout of 
commerce, and the early history of 
Shanghai showed that a restricted silver 
currency, and the most violent vari- 
ations in exchange, ueither prevented 
morchauls from operating, uor from 
making heavy profite. 
there are the means of one nation paying 
for that whiob auother has to sell, it 
lias been fonud, in practice, that it 
does not greatly matter whether there 
is a plentiful supply of the precions 
metals or a small one, Many argu. 
mouts in favour of the single or of the 
donblo standard have been founded 
upon speculative theories as to the 
effect upon prices of a change on 
tho relative values of gold aud silver. 
Artioles on the carreuoy which sere 
published some yoars ago are full of 
these speculations, bat, so far as all 
the available evidence shows, the fall 
in the price of silver has lad no por. 
septible effect upon prices. In the Hast 
the fall in the value of silver, as au 
artiole of exchange for gold, was a busi- 
ness risk, and only differed from other 
risks in that it had not been taken 
into aocount. As Mr. Giffen says, 
“ the fuotaations in silver in 1876 wore 
natural in every standard and had oc- 
ourred before in gold aud silver, aud 
the reliance of bankers and merchants 
on @ permanent equilibrium between 
the two was the fruit of long habit 
@uring a period when a comparative 
equilibriam had beeu maintained by 
artificial regulations of the double stan- 
ard countries assisted by a singular 
combination of events.” A similar com- 
bination of such eveuls as cuormous 
discoveries of gold, 9 large domand 
for silver for China, and again to 
meet the unprecedented prices to which 
cotton rose in India aud all over 
the East in 1862/5, is unlikely to 
ocour agaiu. They were sufficient to 
arrest fora time the dowuward course of 
silver, But the sharp fall in oxchauge 
in 1876 is a thing of the past, and 
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the losses it caused to traders have 
been written off. Since then the 
course of exchange in the East has 
tended towards stability, and it scoms 
as if a ontaral rise in the value of 
silver had been going on for the 
Inst few years aud is still slowly 
progressing. The loss continues to 
the Indian revenue, to investors (be. 
fore 1876) in the East, and to the 
Indian Services, but against the loss 
of tho Indian Government by exchange, 
the gain to India generally from the 
cheapness of silver since 1875-76 
should, in part, be placed. 

Tt would in our opinion be unwise in 
England to endeavour to improve the 
position of the Iudian fiuauces by the 
adoption of bi-metallisu her own 
monetary system. ‘There are other and 
natural ways in which an improvement 
could be effected, bat the most trast- 
worthy is increasing by every means

Finding he could not 
get the gin he wanted his dollar back, 
and as the key was not fortheoming he 
forced opon the drawer and took a hand- 
ful of small silver He was at 
once seized, and given into custody before 
ho had time to escape with his plunder. 
The drawer with the broken lock and the 
brass dollar were produced in Court, ‘The 
accused admitted the trath of the plaintif’s 
statement but pleaded in excuse that he 
had been drinking, said he was uot aware 
that the dollar was a bad one, and that it 
ad fallen into the till by accident. As 
the damage doue was merely nominal H 
Worship cautioned aud discharged the 
prisoner on his promising not to come on 
shore again. ‘The brass dollar was kept by 
Iuspector Stripling.

Tn the course of an article on 
currency the Japan Herald writes 
{is certainly no exaggeration to say tl 
depression in the import trade whi 
tho past two months has provailed, is 
without parallel sinco Japan was openod 
and entorod into business relations with the 
external world ; not alone measured by the 
almost entire cessation of purchases, but 
evidenced as well by the numerous breaches 
of contract ongayoments for goods. ‘The 
other day we wero assured by a lending 
banker, the nature of whose business 
necessarily makes him well acquainted 
with the financial course of trade, that 
more than two million dollars’ worth of 
bought imports, now on hand, were neg- 
lected, upon one pretext or another, to be 
taken delivery of and paid for by the native 
dealers, who contracted for their purchase, 
Meantime bills have had to be met and 
remittances made to home shippers, render- 
ing it imperative that heavy bank advances 
should be obtained to moet engagements, 
and thus temporarily tide over the time, 
whilst this untoward state of affairs con: 
tinues. Unfortunately importhousesin their 
anxiety to do business on almost any terms 
which show a margin of profit, have aban- 
doned, one after another, the salutary plan 
of exacting bargain money from the natives 
on closing a contract ;—a practice which 
had the advantage to recommend it of a 
security in hand, which to a large extent, 
when of adequate amount, guaranteed the 
folfilment on the part of purchasers, of 
their engagements. This useful precaution 
was, uder the pressure of excessive com- 
petition to sell, no longer insisted on, and 
the native dealers, or their agents,—per- 




















sons often without character or means,— 
happy to escape the onus of paying part 
cash in advance, have thus been enabled 
to evade giving any pecuniary security, 
by which they might be amerced for any 
breach of faith, either as to time or other- 
wise, which they mightcommit. The fruits 
of this system, of what can scarcely hore be 
otherwise characterised as reckless, when 
the character and standing of the average 
Japanese trader aro borne in mind, are 
shown in repudiated engagements, vitiated 
contracts, or dishonest demands for dedue- 
tions, on the pleas usually urged to cheapen 
goods, on terms less than those bargained 
for. ‘The Japanese trader sins ospecially 
with regard to time in meeting his engage- 
ments. He apparently acknowledges noth- 
ing as binding on him, but the measure of 
his own convenience.” 

‘The following statistics of shipwrecks last 
year are taken from the home paper: 
“The actual number which occu 
throughout the world during 1881 was 
2,039, and the estimated value of property 
lost was £280,000,000, of which Great 
Britain and its colonies lose £180,000,000. 
Compared with the provious year, there 
was an increase in wrecks of 359 and an 
inorease of about £100,000,000 in the value 
of property lost, the last year having been 
‘an exceptional one for gales and storms 
and for the loss of vessels of large tonnage 
with cargoes of exceptional value. The 
list of steamship disasters for the year 
ives a total of 198, of which 141 
were British, 15 ‘American, 6 French, 
6 Danish, 5 German, 3’ Dutch, 4 
Swedish, 4 Spanish, 3 Belgian, 1 Brazilian, 
2Chilean, Leach Mexican, Chinese, Aus- 
trian, Japanese and Norwegian, and 3 un- 
known.

Each pan has its at- 
tendant operative, who bends to her labour 
‘as @ Woman at the washtub, only she bends 
more, to stir the tea which is being fired. 
A quantity of leaves, say five pounds, are 
placed in the pan and moved rapidly with 
the hand of the operator for about twenty 
minutes.

pulverized, is sprinkled over the leaves, 
and for twenty minutes more the rapid 


movement of agitating and stirring them 
is continued, Then more pulverized aoap- 
stone or gypsum and tamarak bark is 
sprinkled upon the mass, the stirring pro- 
cess again continued for twenty minutes 
longer and the fiting process is ended. That 
the tea may have a finer polish than it 
hag received during this stirring, it is 
put into a cold iron or copper pan and con- 
stantly rubbed against its sides for another 
hour ; then it is the tea of commerce, and 
ready for packing into boxes as soon as it 
has passed over a series of screens or series 
of different sieves, that all the dust and 
steam and refuso may be extracted from 
it, This process of firing causes a loss 
of weight of abont 10 to 12 por cent. 
The work must be done over fires at a 
temperature of 212 degrees. Every thirty 
minutes the gangs are changed giving 
the labourers an opportunity to emerge 
from the building into the yard attached 
thereto for the purpose of bathing.” The 
writer gives it as his opinion that as Japan,

Tho well-being and progress of China 
is © matter in which all foreigners 
Rho reside here have an undoubted 
ke, It is m question not only of 
thioal but of practical importance, for 
instance, whether the fall introduction 
of Western institutions is likely tu take 
place within the uext five years, or 
whether such cousiderations are to be 
relogated to the limbo of what might 
‘have been by the overwhelming in- 
fluence of the Retrogressive Patty in 
Poking. Any events, therefore, benring

with the keenest interest by intelligent 
foreign residents; and among those 
jenta, which are or may be connected 
directly with the results we all hope 
many which, at first sight, do 

to have much to do with us, 
‘Tho dismissal of such-and-sach a mem- 
ber from the ‘Tsung-li Yamén, the 
terms iu which the conduct of such- 
ad-such an officer is alluded to, the 
‘reoal or re-appointment of a ‘Tno- 
or a Governor, may nppear to 
many readers matters of the profuundest 
‘indifference, aud a paper in which pro- 
tainonce is given to such subjects ix

Well, here 
is an Empire, contemporaueons with 
each and all of those we have named, 
founded about the time of Abraham, 
unique in every particular, strange, 
quaint, full of the eburm of origin. 
ality, rich in literature, abounding 
self-grown culture and institutions, 
indebted fur all that it possesses to 
self alone, and uot to any external 
influences, with a history full of 
romantic pages, and bonsting an exist- 
ence of certainly four thousand years, 
There are cities in China which are 
now, in 1882, very uch what they 
must have been when Christ was born, 
and even when King David reigned in 
Terael. China boasted her poets, her 
essayists,hor warriora, ber Imperial pomp 
aud circumstance, centuries before our 
own ancestors had learnt to daub their 
naked limbs with woad. Iu this most 
interesting and venerable land we live; 
and shall it be said that we care no- 
for it? That there is no i 
tion in China worthy of our attention ? 
‘That a study of ita laws and langnnge 
is dry and unfruitfal work, and that 
any allusion to such matters in a news. 
paper is uo more (han so-much padding, 
and badly-chosen padding even then ? 
No reasonable man will deny that it is 
one of the first duties of a journal 
supported primarily by n cummercial 
community to aim at being of com. 
mercial and practical utility to its sub- 
seribers, aud that a due chronicling of 
such local events as are, so fur, of a 
public nature should be observed in its 
proper place. But we submit that a 
represeutative journal which should 
permit itself to be transformed entirely 
into a Racing Calendar or a daily 
market-report, to the exclusion of wider 
and less ephemeral subjects, would do 
justice neither to itself nor the public 
for whom it caters. Questions of poli- 
tical and ethnological interest cannot 
be entirely waived in order to give 
place to reports of foot paper-chases or 
Aisquisitions on the virtues of bran- 
mash. While such a paper as this 
would not willingly ignore subjects of 
interest to any particular class of 
readers, that class wust remember that 
there are other classes, with different 
tastes, whose suffrages mast be con- 
sidered too, It ia easy to understand 
that a mercantile community muy uot 
find much of interest in a letter or 
an article dealing with the Chinese 
Jauguage, or some epoch in the history of 
the Chinese empire.

Consular services at all the ports, the 
members of the Imperial Customs ser- 
viee, and a large body of missionaries, 
who from the cordial interest they 
take in journalism and the practical 
assistance they give the journalist, may 
not and should not be ignored, Many 
of the papers published in our own 
columus and those of our contemporaries 
have far more than an ephemeral ine 
terest, aud are of such a nature as is 
likely to make them of permanent value 
asa record to those who may come after 
‘The same remark is true of possibly 
ery newspaper with any scope of sub- 
ject in the world, It would be absurd to

in its way, bat no subscriber would 
dream of complaining because tho 
editor consulted the tastes of other 
subscribers, so long as his own wore 
uot prssed over and ignored. 

‘We venture upon the above remarks 
because we give our readers ct for 
sufficient fairness and catholicity to 
accept thom in the spirit in which they 
are made, The journalist, after all, 
has the most difficult part to play, for 
it is not every man who can follow tho 
apostolic precept of being all things to 
all men with success.

‘THE PEACH IN CHINA, 
‘Tas peach-gardens between the Arsenal 
and the Pagoda are now in all the 
glory of their spring-tide bloom, The 
trees are Jaden. with blossoms of de- 
licate pink and white, and the air sweet- 
ened with their faint perfame. The 
Chinese, in celebrating their admiration 
for flowers, give a high place to the 
blossoms of frnit, which English poets 
appear generally rather to ignore, 
Bouquets in English bouses do not 
include these beautiful specimens of 
nature, which aro so favourite an 
ornament in the libraries aud recep- 
tion-rooms of well-to-do Chinese, The 
peach is held in special honour in the 
so-called Flowery Laud, and much atten 
tion is paid to its cultivation, There 
are three sorts of peach-trees grown 
in Chino,—the dwarf, the shrub, and 
the full-sized tree, Of these the dwarf. 
porch is perhaps the most highly prized 
in point of beauty and perfume. It is 
remarkable for the size, wealth, aud 
colour of its blossoms, and is divided 
by Chinese florists into eighteen dif- 
ferent species. It does not fruotify, 
and is valued ouly for its pecaliarity of 
form and the rich fragrance of ite 
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flowers. The shrub-peach grows to 
the height of four or five feet, and is 
wuch found in tho Imperial gardens, 
where it is placed, with that true eye 
to effect characteristic of the Chinese, 
on the margins of pools and the 
acolivities of those effective pieces of 
rockwork which form so prominent a 
feature in artificial landscapes. ‘The 
coup d'euil formed by these masses 
of porch, npricot, and wild-cherry, 
all in fullest and softest bloom, has 
been justly called euchauting, and must 
be seen to be apprecinted. Pench. 
trees.also form a very benntiful feature 
of many natural Inudscapes in Chinn, 
and were celebrated during the Sung 
dynasty by the great historian Sze-ma 
Kuang, who in some charming varses 
described the eye of the spectator as 
being guided by a colossal garland of 
poach-blossoms, connecting the num- 
erous villages that were dotted over 
the spreading plains of Lo-yang. The 
neighbourhood of the Hsi-bu, or 
Western Lake, near Hangchow, was 
famous for its wenlth of pench-trees, 
and the greatest care lins always been 
bestowed upon their cultivation. The 
fruit of the full-sized tree is handsome, 
though somewhat poor in finvour, Its 
shape is varied ; sume specimens being 
fully spherical, others prolnte, others 
a curiously oblate sphervid—ealled by 
foreigners ‘flat’ peaches—whilo others 
again are pointed, and even hooked. 
The same diversity prevails in the 
colour of the pulp, the fraits varying 
from white and palo greou to orunge- 
yellow aud marbled tints. 

The peach is snid to have reached 
China in the first instance from Persia, 
Thibet, Snmarcand, and Hami, and to 
have existed here at auy rate for up- 
ward of two thoasand years, The 
Emperor Wa Ti of tho Han Dynasty 
was presented by his courtiors with a 
amber of foreign seedlings for his 
garden; the belles lettres of all the 
great dynasties abound in allusions, 
poetical and otherwise, to the beauty 
of its flowers, while histories record 
tho fact that peach-trees or their 
fruit formed part of tho tribute 
brought to the capital of Obina by 
ambassadors from abroad, It would be 
deomed ourious* by those who have 
studied native literature and systems 
of thought if the peach had not been 
Inid under contribution by the poets 
and mystics of the country. As a 
faot, it plays a prominent part in both 
poetry and philosophy. By somo 
writers it is regarded as an emblem of 
Longevity and Marriage. Of course 
this does not mean that it is the only 
emblem of either which exists. Long- 
evity is also symbolised by the stork, 
and conjugal harmony by the music of 
Tates and bells, the strings of a guitar, 
and other figures of a like fanciful de- 
scription. It is the well-known Ode on 
the Princess’s Marringe in the Book of 
Poetry, according to Dr. Legge’s trans- 
lation, which seems to have originated 
the metaphor that has been so great a 
favourite ever siuce:— 











Graceful and young the pewch-tree 

How rich its flowers, all g

‘Chomber and house she 
‘The ‘Lacists, too, attribute occult virtues 
to the peach. Mr. Mayers, quoting 
from tho FRAP, oF Books of the 
imperial wagician known as the Yel- 
low Emperor, himself a disciple of the 
still moro mystical Kuang Ch‘éug-tsze, 
tells us that on 
brothers, named respectively ‘Ia Yu 
Yu Liv, who bad power over disem- 
bodied | spirits, passed the ghostly 
legions in review beneath a pench-tree, 
aud, having bound all those who work- 
ed evil against mankind with scarlet 
withes, threw them as food to tigers. In 
memory of this it was customary for 
officials on the last day of the year to 
have figures cut in pench-wood mounted 
upon reeds, and to paint the likeness of 
a tiger upon the doorway as a talisman, 
At present, adds Mr, Mayers, the uames 
of the two brothers are pasted on the 
entrance doors of Ch @ houses on 
Now-Yenr’s Bve, to guard the dwelling 
from hnrus.—Peaches, too, Ggare largely 
in Chinese fniry-tales and mythology, 
and formed part of the banquet pre- 
pared by the Royal Mother of the West 
when she paid a visit to the Emperor 
Chang, better kuowa as Shi Huang 
Ti; while w peach-garden was the scene 
of one of the most celebrated events in 
Chinese history, when the Oath of 
Brotherhood was taken between the 
three heroes who played so importaut 
fa part in the historical romance of the 
Three Kingdoms, There are many 
other interesting details connected with 
the peach-tree in Chinese literature, but 
we lave no space to eularge upon them. 
Some pundits nver that, properly speak. 
ing, the peach is an emblem, not of 
Longevity, but of Death ; while Western 
theorists have attempted to connect it 
with the Tree of the Kuowledge of Good 
and Evil, whose fair froit presented so 
fatal a temptation to our mother Eve, 
It seems, however, certain that, accord- 
ing to ancient writers, peaches were 
not admissible in sacrifice; that those 
with double kennels were a mysterious 
but nnfailing poison; and that the 
premature fructification of one species 
of poach-tree was a harbinger of nn- 
tional calamity. All this may be very 
interesting, but it is not practical, We 
will conclade with two facts which 
have the merit of being both. The best 
manure for peach-trees, according to 
Chinese horticulturist snow; and a 
cold decoction vf pig’s-bead, puared 
about the roots and into the trank 
itself, isa sure remedy for the insects 
which prey upon it.

be completer or more satisfactory. After 
the student has been thus helped along 
some distance, he is presented with succes- 


sive sections of the ‘Instructiones Fami- 
liares’ in the original, flanked by a Latin 
translation on the opposite page. Father 
Zottoli is, we believe, famous for his 
elegant Latinity. Here, however, he 
wisely restricts himself to the severest 
literalism, and though we may bo startled 
ht to find pages on pages written 
in such an idiom as ‘ 
gradus ; meus 
Proavus, meus abavus, sunt me sup! 
simul habentur quatuor gradus”- 
astonishing to find how aptly, upon int 
igation, the Latin language lends itself 
to construance into Chinese. This first 
volume is, in fact, 
tempt to deal with Chinese from the gram~ 
marian’s point of view, and is a proof, 
were any needed, that the language, archaic 
though it is in’many of its forms, is as 
amenable to the rules of syntax as any 
other, if those rules are but properly ap- 
plied.’ We only permit ourselves one little 
word of criticism in this connection. There 
seems an entire absence of any attempt to 
teach the student to talk, For this, an 
assortmentof dialoguesand plirases, couched 
in regular colloquial styl, is, indispens- 
able, and wo think the work would have 
been enhanced in value had such been 
added. All students of Chinese will 
testify to the fact that a man may be a 
profound and splendid sinologue, and yet 
a most imperfect speaker.

We confess our inability to follow 
this reasoning. Why J, which means 
origin, should be translated magna, be- 
cause Heaven is great in procreation, we 
entirely fail to see, Here, we think, 
Canon McUlatchie’s rendering is far simpler 
and more to the point. If, however, we 
do Father Zottoli any injustice, it must 
be put down to the unavoidably hasty and 
superficial character of our ¥ view. We 
pass on to the last rolume, which is for the 
uso of the highest class, and is labelled 
Stylus Rhetoricus.’ Here we have speci- 
mens of prose composition belonging to 
the dynasties of Chou, Han, ‘sin, Tang, 
Sung, and Ming, dealt with iu precisely 
the same manuer as the Four Books, Five 
Classics, Tso Chuan, ete., which’ have 
preceded them, and followed by some very 
valuable tabl f literary allu 1s arral 
in order of subjects, formule of corres- 
ondonce, and other matters of the highest 
interest and utility. ‘These are all carefully 
selected, translated, and explained, no 
toil having been shirked that could euhance 
the value of the excerpts, and afford 
facility to the student for whose benefit 
they have beeu compiled. 


















Our review would be seriously incom- 
plete if we failed to notice the very beauti- 
ful plates with which the second and 
third volumes are embellished. These 
are the work of Chinese students at Sic- 
cawei. The ‘Studium Classicoram ’ con- 
tains, first, four maps of the Chou empire, 
evidently drawn upon ancient line 
have no pretensions to anyth 
beauty ; the illustrations which follow, 
however, deserve the highest praise. These 
consist, briefly, of sacrificial and agrieul- 
tural implements ; plans of the Imperial 
Palace ; designs fur architectural decora- 
tio truments of music of all descrip- 
tions; weights and measures ; vestments 
and head-dresses pertaining to both sexes 
stage-properties ; war-chariotsand triumph 
al cars, with banners, canopies and 
plumes of elaborate workmanship ; beside 
vases, bells, weapons and insignia which 
would delizht the soul of a connoisseur en 
biblots, The plates prefixed to the ‘Stu- 
dium Canonicorum’ are of exquisite work- 
though fewer in number and less 
attractive to others than actnal students. 
In taking leave of Father Zottuli, we 
‘can ouly repeat the expressions of admira- 
tion for his monumental labours with wh 
we commenced our remarks. If Lati 
were as familiar a languase among young 
English stwlents as it is among those who 
fare preparing for the Catholic ministry, 
the work before us would be at once ac- 
cepted as the textbook of ever ate of 
the Consular and Customs services in 
China, as well as by all Protestant mis- 
sionaries who have hitherto been prevented 
from mastering t! ese classics. But 
i case its value can scarcely be over- 
ted, and we cannot we think c 
itably than by wishing 
Father Zuttoli the full measure of health 
and strougth requisite for the preparation 
of the volumes that are jacking to 
complete his splendid series.

period.” Not altogether unassociated with 
this subject is that of the Astronomi- 
cal Notice to Quit, as the Spectator calls 
Mr. Proctor’s alarming prediction of a 
final catastrophe in 1897. ‘The opinions of 
other astronomers on this point having 
been called for, a correspondent of the 
Spectator quotes that of one who is both an 
astronomer and a “man of faith,” the Rev. 
Thomas Mackereth, Fellow of the Royal 
Astronomical Society. It appears that Mr. 
Proctor’s theory has been making a great 
stir at Manchester, and the Bishop has put 
the end of the world before his hearers as 
a proximate event. ‘The following letter

In density, they are not supposed 
to differ from the density of our aumosphere 
at the surfaco of the earth, Ii, therefore, we 
know uot actually of what they consist, and 
yot they aro such flimsy things, we need uot 
Fear for avy couflageation they cat cause.”

‘TIENTSIN. 


It is said that the railway onginos to be 
used at the Kai-p‘ing mines havo boen 
suppressed, ‘This cannot be for long prob- 
ably, as their great utility in the delivery 
of coal at the place of shipment by water 
will doubtless soou overcome all projudice. 
It soems to be generally understood 
that the order for closing the mines did 
not mean, stoppage de facto, but only a 
“squeeze.” Possibly the pressure upon 
the engines only means a little more for 
the leeches who surround the Imperial 
coffers. 

Cousiderable complaint is made with re- 
gard to the dificult navigation of the Peiho. 
‘This is the case every spring; but as the 
season advances, less is heard of the shoal- 


ing and the impeded navigation, ‘The 
facts seem to be about as follows. With 
the small volume of water in tho river 





during the winter and spring, the current 
is correspondinuly slow, and the deposit 
from its muddy fluid is necessarily greater. 
As soon as the steamers come in during 


“the spring, there is a gradual improvemont, 


consequent on the great and frequeutly 
recurring agitation of the water, thus in- 
terrupting the quiet deposit of the past 
few months, aud helping the current to 
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bear it onward to the sea, As the volume 
of water and the speed of the current are 
increased whon the rains begin to fall, the 
difficulties disappear and the complaints 
soon follow in their wake. 

‘The U.S. Chargé, Mr. Holeombe, is 
now in Tiontsin on official business. 
Interviews have been held with the 
Viceroy. It is sxid that Consul Zuck will 
oon proceed to Chi-nan Fu to try and effect 
asatisfactory settlement of tho difficulty 
that has been pending so long in regard 
to the chapel purchased by the late Mr. 
Melivaine, of which the authorities have 
not yet given possession. 

Returning recently from Shantung by 
‘a more easterly road than is generally 
taken, the Rev. J. Innocent passed two 
amall hills, about 300 1i distant from Tien- 
tsin, which are evidently of voleanic origin.

On Tuesday, the 28th instant, a fire of a

Great was tho consternation felt by every 
one as to the fate of the ‘Tide Surveyor’s 
house, into which he has only lately 
removed. ‘The flames actually approached 
the verandah and scorched it ; but some of 
the officers who had noticed the dangerous 
position of the house rushed in and render- 
ed valuable services, and by their timely 
aid, saved it from the flames. Several huts 
were pulled down to prevent further pro- 
gress of the fire, and by about two o'clock 
in the afternoon it was completely 
extinguished.

Entrance was 
effected at the rear of the building by 
cutting down a bamboo fence, and a 
hole was burnt in the wooden sliding 
shutters, sufficiently large to admit « 
nd to remove the bolt which fasten:

the ‘rest was comparatively 
easy. ‘The thieves succeeded only too 
well; but matters might have been 
worse, had one of the party not been 

akened by the putting out of the 
light, aud giving the alarm, when the 
intrudera decamped. The police were 
called, with the usual result—that is, 
nothing was done ; the house was full of 
travellers, but no one was examined ; one 
youth, out of a force of tivelve at Isahaya, 
put ivan appearance, and after duly notin: 
the articles stolon, departed, apparently 
perfectly satisfied that his duty lad been 
ably discharged. The audacious nature of 
the above robbery should teuch one or two 
lessons worthy of note, ‘Travellers should 
carry with them only what is absolutely 
necessary, aud then nothing of any in- 
trinsic value in itself. It is even advisable 
to be provided with a pocket revolver, if 
only for display in a casual manner; and 
in the event of the house itself not being 
freo of suspicion this act will have its due 
weight. ‘Tho robbers, on the occasion 
referred to, were, as they generally are, 
armed with swords or some other sharp 
weapons ; and as desperate evils require 
desperate remedies, the carrying of handy 
firearms cannot be considered an uncalled 
for precaution,

It now appears that, this being the period 
set apart for a general scrutiny of the 
Palace receipts and expenditure, the two 
officers were quite in order in delaying to 
submit their accounts until the scrutiny 
was over. As to the percentage they were 
accused of deducting, itis usual, on issuing 
silver from the vaults, to deduct a certain 











































































proportion to defray establishment charges, 
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‘The two Secretaries are accordingly exoner- 
ated from all blame. At the same tim 
is obsorved that the Department in question 
is a most important one, and the officers 
who may be from time to time entrusted 
with its management ate directed to be 
continually on’ the watch for any irre 
gularities on the part of their subordin- 
ates. 

(2) A Decree in answer to a memorial 
from the Board of Punishments. The 
various provincial governments are direct- 
ed, in conformity with an old regulation, 
to draw up a list of all criminals sentenced 
‘by them to banishment in any one of the 
throo degrees, together with a short account 
of the antecedents of such criminals, the 
nature of their offence, the place of their 
banishment and other particulars coucern- 
ing them, Such a statement, His Majesty 
observes, is indispensable for reference ot: 
the occasion of au Act of Grace mitigating 
the punishment of this class of offenders ; 
all record of some of whom would other- 

bo lost, and the Imperial pardon thus 
fail to be universal in its incidence. 

(3) The Prince of Kung boys that marks 
of Imperial approbation may be bestowed 
upon various subordinate officials of the 
Grand Council and the Inner Council, who 
have beon engaged in the compilation of 
Stato Archives for the three years ended 
January 1881, as already reported to His 
Majesty.—Granted by Rescript.

this tax, but ineffectually. Metre reuts 
wereabolished in 1881 which had proportion- 
ably reduced the cost of gas to consumers, 
bue it also did away with TMs. 1,000 in the 
Company's This they anticipated 
getting back in other ways, as by reducit 
the price of gas they would increase the 
number of consumers. Coke and tar, al- 
though they lad appreciated in value were 
yet far below the prices at which companies 
at home disposed of thom, and which was 
‘one reason «hy they had to charge more 
for gas.

THE VOYAGE OF THE ‘ MEIFOO.”” 

‘The voyaye of thes.s. Meifoo to London 
excited some interest at the timo of her 
leaviny this port on the 29th Sept. Inst. As 
we thon stated this steamer was, and is, 
the first sailing under the Chinese flag to 
deliver a cargo of tea at London Docks. 
For a full account of the establishment of 
a Chinese trading company in London, of 
which Messrs. Lun Shi-ting and Liang 
Sing-un are managers we must refer our 
readers to the issue of the N.-C, Herald 
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of 4th October, 1881, where a description 
of tho Meifoo and some particulars of her 
past history are also given. The vessel 
arrived here on her return voyage at 9.30 
am. yesterday. From Capt. Petersen's 
report, and information kindly afforded us 
by one of the officers we glean the follow- 
ing, which will probably be of interest. 
‘The veseel, as already stated, left Shang- 
hai_on the 29th September last, with 
the boforementioned gentlemen and their 
staff as passengers, making in all a total of 
twelve. ‘The passage, up to Suez, was an 
‘uneventful, though a pleasant one, nothing 
occurring to upset the equanimity of the 
enterprising travellers, except the usual 
ualms of sea-sickness incidental to almost 
Il who for the first time go down to the 
sea in ships and do business in great waters, 
Arriving at this famous turu-pike gate to 
and from the east and west they had to e1 
counter the annoyances and inconveniences 
of those quarantine regulations which have 
recently ‘Neon warmly ‘criticised in the 
columns of the press. They expected to 
go through the great highway of nations 
‘without let or hindrance, but were sadly 
disappointed. Steaming through the Caual 
twat ebsolutely forbidden, and they had no 
alternative but to await their turn to be 
towed through by a tuy-boat. They arrived 
at Suez on the 15th Nov. but it was not 
until two days later that they were able to 
roceed on their journey, and then only 
by slow and sure degrees, as it appears they 
did not reach Port Said until the 17th 
Nov. Even here their difticulties were 
not at an end, Port Said, as every body 
knows, is a coaling station for all steamers 
whichever direction they may come from. 
Coal in ordinary cases is quickly put on 
board by unclean and noisy Arabs who are 
x on the alert for “ buckshee: Not 
‘when quarantine is the order of the da; 
‘The crew had to take in the coal them. 
Ives, and awkward work they found 
‘barricade of plauks wns erected to 
prevent intercourse between the sailors 
‘and the people from on shore, and over 
this the coal was most inconveniently 
assed und afterwards stowed away. 
Baptain and officers of the ship, little as 
they appreciated it, took all this as a 
maiior of course, Not ao the Chinese pas- 
sengers ; they regarded it as adirect insult 
to the flag of their ancient nation and there- 
fore felt proportionably rieved. In due 
course the Meifoo left Port 
at Malta. Here tivo of the passengers took 
another steamer to Naples from when 
they went on to London vid Mout Cen 
Railway. Tho remainder continued their 
voyage in the Meifoo and arrived in London 
on the I7th Dee. last. We are informed that 
the enterprising merchants have opened a 
splendid establishment in Broad Street and 
that during tho traditional nine days they 
were the all-absurbing topic of conversa-

port :—eft London on the 20th January 
and had fine weather to Malta where we 
arrived on 31st January. Here we were 
detained through stress of weather until 
until Feb. 2nd. Tho passage from Malta 
to Port Said was rather rough. We 
arrived at the latter port on Feb. 7th. 
Entered the canal on the following day 
and were detained in it for six days on 
account of two homeward bound steamers 
having grounded. Loft Suez on the 12th 
February, arrived at Colombo on the Ist 
March, and left the same day. Arrived al 
Singapore on the 10th, and left that port 
on the 12th March.’ Arrived at Hong- 
Kong 21st March, and left at 10.30 p.m. 
on the 24th. From Suez to Hongkong 
we experienced fine weather. After 
leaving Hongkong we had thick weather 
as far as Haitan Straits where we 
encountered a heavy gale from the north- 
east After this, until arrival in port, 
we had fresh N.E. winds and half clear 
weather.
